Gov.’s action halts 
what many viewed 
as political vendetta 

Tim Conley, Morgan County’s twice- 
elected but beleaguered Republican 
judge executive, received a gubernato- 
rial pardon Monday, putting an end to 
what even many rank and file Democrats 
viewed as an unfair and destructive po- 
litical vendetta set in motion prior to the 
November 2006 election to destroy 
Conley’s reputation and destroy his po- 
litical career. 

Conley, the first Republican elected 
county judge in Morgan County in 70 
years, was indicted last May by a spe- 
cial grand jury, seated at the request of 
Democrat Attorney General Greg 
Stumbo, on three counts of abuse of 
public trust. The indictments stemmed 
from a complaint filed with the Attor- 
ney General’s Office by unnamed Mor- 
gan County officials. Special prosecu- 
tor Brent Turner of Prestonsburg later 
acknowledged technical errors were 
made in the handling of the jury and the 
indictments were dismissed. But Turner 
has asked that another special grand jury 
be seated, and in a statement to the Lex- 
ington-Herald last month pledged to re- 
new the charges. 

Conley said Monday he applied for 
the pardon early last week on the advice 
of some of his close friends and support- 
ers that “if they keep dragging me 
through court on these ridiculous 
charges it would break me financially.” 

Conley said he was thankful to Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher for the pardon. “I couldn’t 
(financially) afford for them to keep run- 
ning me through the court system, 44 he 
said, “and our county has been hurt 
enough by this and doesn’t need to be 
dragged through it again.” 

The indictments against Conley ac- 
cused him of giving a county road de- 
partment drain pipe to a Morgan County 
resident, giving three sections of road 
pipe to the Cow Branch Primitive Bap- 
tist Church, and with having a bulldozer 
he lent to the county for emergency road 
work repaired at county expense. If con- 
victed under the state’s new Abuse of 
Public Trust law an official could be 
imprisoned for three years and would be 
disqualified from ever again holding any 
public office.

Two local Democrats who for the 
record had earlier questioned the pur- 
pose of the legal action against Conley 
said they were pleased with the pardon. 

“I’m tickled to death,” said retired 
educator Edwin Benton of Caney. “I feel 
it was the right thing to do; the charges 
were ridiculous; there was no sense to 
it, and no telling how much public 
money has been wasted. It’s time to put 
this behind us and let him (Conley) get 
back to devoting his full time to running 
the county.”

Plan to put 
nurses back 
to work fails 

A Dec. 6 plan proposed by Kentucky 
Gov. -Elect Steve Beshear and West Vir- 
ginia Gov. Joe Manchin to put striking 
Appalachian Regional Healthcare nurses 
back to work for 90 days while negotia- 
tors establish a new contract failed to 
materialize Monday. 

Chief Union Negotiator Pat Tanner 
said local union presidents voted unani- 
mously to accept the proposal, which 
would require the nurses to work under 
old contract terms while a new contract 
is developed during the negotiating pe- 
riod. 

ARH spokesperson Candace Elkins 
said hospital leaders agreed to meet with 
the governors and union leaders, and 
ARH attorney Jim Smith said ARH of- 
ficials attended the meeting in Charles- 
ton, W.Va., ready to end the labor dis- 
pute. 

However, Smith said the union de- 
clined to consider any of the issues sepa- 
rating the two sides. The union, he said, 
was prepared to discuss only the terms 
for the nurses to return to work for 90 
days while negotiations continued. 

“Unfortunately there was no resolu- 
tion today and the meeting could only 
be described as the union’s attempt to 
pressure ARH into returning the nurses 
to work under the 2004 contract, which 
is not feasible for the nurses or ARH at 
this point,” Smith said. 

The plan presented by the union 
would not work for a number of reasons, 
Smith said, including: 

•The 2004 contract is not a market- 
based contract and calls for paying 
nurses for four hours per week not to 
work; 

•The health plan and pension plan 
outlined in the old contract are inferior 
to the new plans which have been imple- 
mented; 

•The old contract contains language 
that allows the use of sick time when 
nurses are not sick, thus increasing the 
amount of mandatory overtime hours the 
nurses must work; 

ARH has already given raises to the 
nurses to continue to work, 

The meeting ended with no resolu- 
tion and with ARH asking the union to 
once again provide it with a complete 
list of issues.

ARH nurses may 
receive millions 
in back pay 

Appalachian Regional Health 
Care nurses could receive mil- 
lions in back pay from the non- 
profit organization after the U.S. 
Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals 
upheld a lower court’s 2006 de- 
cision regarding a contract dispute 
over compensation and flexible 
work hours. 

If ARH does not appeal the 
decision to the full Sixth Circuit, 
former and current ARH nurses, 
who have been on strike since 
Oct. 1, could receive up to $3.6 
million in back pay, according to 
the Kentucky/West Virginia 
Nurses Association (KNA/ 
WVNA). 

ARH spokesperson Candace 
Elkins said the company has not 
yet decided whether it will appeal. 

KNA/WVNA representative 
Kim Geveden said the amount of 
money each nurse will receive has 
not yet been determined. 

“A lot of these nurses have a 
nice check coming to them at 
some point,” Geveden said. 

At issue was whether nurses 
could work 36 hours - in three 12- 
hour shifts - and receive pay for 



40 hours rather than 12 hours of 
overtime. The 36/40 plan, as it 
was called, was originally 
adopted as part of the 2001 con- 
tract with the hospital chain. The 
2004 contract also contained 
similar language about the 36/40 
plan. 

The hospital eliminated the 
program in 2005, but many 
nurses continued to work the 36- 
hour week but were not paid ac- 
cording to the 36/40 plan, accord- 
ing to court documents. KNA/ 
WVNA took the dispute to an ar- 
bitrator who sided with the union. 
A federal court judge upheld that 
arbitrator’s decision in October 
2006. 

Striking nurses rejected 
ARH’s latest contract , which did 
not contain the 36/40 work week 
provision.

Memories of local heroes from days gone by

Who were your heroes? Do 
children have good, morally 
sound heroes to follow today? 

Remember Roy Rogers, Dale 
Evans and Gene Autry? Heroes 
such as Joe DiMaggio, Babe 
Ruth, Mickey Mantle or Steve 
Hamilton were favorites of sports 
fans. 

The days of my youth bring 
up memories of local small-town 
heroes whose values matched 
those of our parents, whose jobs 
met the needs of almost every- 
one. The worksites of most of 
these heroes may be gone, but 
their lives are embedded in many 
people’s lives. 

The barber shop across from 
the courthouse housed my first 
memory of the post office. 
Wendell Nickell’s friendliness as 
he handed out “unstamped” lo- 
cal letters and sold stamps for 
three cents bring a smile to ev- 
eryone back then and now. 
Wendell treated everyone like his 
closest friend. When the post of- 
fice moved across from 
McKenzie’s Shop wise, Wendell 
carried on the image of West 
Liberty’s great postmaster. 

Besides postmaster, he was 
one of Dad’s favorite hunting 
partners! I still recall Dad and 
Wendell opening their car trunks 
to load Mike and Ike to go squir- 
rel, rabbit or bird hunting. 

Did you ever shop at Andy 
Walter’s IGA on Main Street? 
Those were the days of “plug- 
ging” watermelons. Andy cut a 
very small plug from a melon for 
the customer to taste, and if the 
melon seemed unsatisfactory, 
then Andy would exchange it for 
another. 

Andy always greeted shop- 
pers at the door, and any items 
you needed he would tell if it was 
on his shelves without you first 
having to go look for yourself. 



When away from his store, 
Andy is well-remembered for 
riding his palomino in local horse 
shows and all parades. His horses 
always won blue ribbons. I recall 
a few rare occasions when deep 
winter snows brought Andy 
down Glenn Avenue to give chil- 
dren free rides in his horse-drawn 
sled. 

An employee of Andy’s 
should bring smiles to everyone 
of good days gone by. Walter 
Thomas almost “made” the im- 
age of the market special. He was 
the first local butcher I remem- 
ber. He would let kids come be- 
hind the counter and watch him 
special cut pork chops, bacon or 
grind beef into hamburger. But 
what stands out in my mind is 
when I would head down the 
canned food aisle toward the 
meat counter, Walter would say 
loud enough for everyone to hear, 
“Hey Sandra, can you bake bis- 
cuits?” The first time that hap- 
pened I was about eight years old. 
I wondered why he would ask a 
kid such a question. Mother 
taught me to cook a complete 
breakfast at age six, but making 
biscuits was not important. Years 
later I knew what Walter was ask- 
ing. Was I learning to cook for 
marriage yet? 

Memories of both Walter and 
Martha together are extra special. 
Martha often babysat for us, and 
was our housekeeper. With only 
two houses between ours and 
theirs, I could get up early and 
meet Martha in her laundry room 
below the house where I learned 
to use a wringer washer, and 
years later I had one myself. 

I remembered her telling me 
to be careful not to get my hand 
caught in the wringer rollers or 
your entire arm could become 
caught. She told me to immedi- 
ately hit the release, which I did 
one day years later when a part 



of my shirt got caught in the 
wringer and started to pull my 
head toward the rollers. Quick 
release thinking... Thanks to 
Martha! 

Fondest memories of the Tho- 
mas family was going to their 
house to listen to Walter play the 
guitar and sing with Martha. Be- 
fore they sang she would fix her 
fried bologna sandwich for our 
eating. I often ate popped corn 
cooked in an iron skillet she 
would shake continually to keep 
it from burning. As a special treat 
for all the neighborhood kids, she 
would make confection sugar 
peanut butter roll candy. 

I ate all of those in the aroma 
of their house that smelled unlike 
anyone else’s. In fact, one day I 
asked my husband to see if I 
could call mother to see how 
Walter was, because I suddenly 
sensed a smell around me exactly 
like the scent at Martha’s. Mother 
was quite surprised as to why I 
phone, because Walter was close 
to dying and she would not have 
thought to call me. 

My fondest teacher memories 
are of Ann Blair, Osha Caskey 
and Elizabeth Anderson.

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff: 

A few weeks ago I had a 
gentleman to tell me the differ- 
ence in results and opportunity. 
Some of us always want results, 
when what we really need is op- 
portunity, which will lead to re- 
sults. 

Over the past several years 
state laws have changed. Now 
when you build a house, business 
or have any plumbing done in a 
commercial building, you must 
have a licensed plumber on the 
job. To my knowledge there is 
only one master licensed plumber 
in Morgan County and he no 
longer does any plumbing work. 
There are a few journeymen li- 
censed plumbers, but I think they 
have to work under a master 
plumber. 

If you would like to have a 
good job with good pay and en- 
joy the construction business, 
opportunity is knocking at your 
door. On Jan. 8, 2008, there will 
be a plumbing class offered in 
Johnson County at KCTCS 
School (which I believe is the old 
Mayo school). For information 
on this class, you may call 606- 
789-5321. This is a very good 
field for the future. 

Another good field is heat/air 
conditioning and electricity, 
which as you know requires li- 
censed individuals to install in 
new construction sites. We have 
several good heat/ AC companies 
in Morgan County and some very 
good licensed electricians. But as 
they retire, we do not see a field 
of young professionals following 
in their footsteps. These jobs are 
trades and can lead to good pay 
and benefits. We wanted to share 
this information with anyone who 
is interested. 

We had our first winter snow- 
fall last week and the schools 
were closed one day. The entire 
county did not see the same 
amount of snowfall. The north- 
ern and eastern side of the county 
was hit with about two and a half 
to three inches. I measured two 
and a half inches in the Elkfork 
area. The snowplows worked the 
Blair’s Mill, Ditney Ridge, 
Elkfork and Crockett areas, and 
reported heavy wet snow. Other 
parts of the county just had a trace 
to less than an inch. 

Winter is here and we could 
see bad weather into February or 
March. We will be there to main- 
tain our roads. We have six snow 
plows and this is a big county, but 
we start a plow in each district 
and work around the clock until 
we catch up.

“I think the governor did the 
right thing,” said Robert Lewis of 
Liberty Road. “This vendetta has 
gone on long enough and I’m 
glad to see it’s finally going to be 
over with.” 

“I don’t know how much this 
has cost the judge as well as the 
county and state,” Lewis said, 
“but hopefully, the county can go 
forward now — without the pros- 
pect of having to waste even more 
public money for political rea- 
sons.” 

“I think he (Conley) has done 
a good enough job for this county 
to compare with the actions of 
those that started this against him 
for people to come to their own 
conclusions,” Lewis said. “Its 
time to leave an honest man alone 
and let him do his job.” 

Republican Lynn Nickell of 
West Liberty, a personal friend of 
Conley, said, “I look at the par- 
don not as being pardoned from 
a wrongdoing, but a pardon from 
not having to pay the huge law- 
yer fees to take a case through the 
court system because of the frivo- 
lous charges brought against 
him.” 

“And besides,” he added, “I 
don’t believe there’s a jury in the 
land that would convict him of 
the charges.” 

“From the beginning, a few 
people couldn’t accept his elec- 
tion to be the first Republican 
elected in Morgan County since 
1933,” Nickell said. “Not the 
Democrat Party, but a few within 
the party, who instead of trying 
to beat him at the polls, tried to 
defeat him through the court sys- 
tem so he could never run again 
for public office.” 

“Not only has this been bad for 
our county, it has been a terrible 
and unnecessary ordeal for Tim 
and his family,” Nickell said, add- 
ing, “If they can beat Tim Conley 
at the polls, more power to them; 
that’s what we have elections for, 
but it’s time now for the county 
to come together and work to- 
gether to move the county for- 
ward.” 

Judge Conley said Monday 
evening after the pardon was an- 
nounced, I’m going to continue 
to work just as hard for all of 
Morgan County and our citizens 
as I haveall along.” 

Gov. Fletcher, also a Republi- 
can, granted 83 pardons and three 
commutations of sentences be- 
fore leaving office Tuesday. Ear- 
lier, he issued pardons to nine 
women who sustained years of 
domestic abuse before killing or 
trying to kill the abusive men in 
their lives.

CHRISTMAS TREE SAFETY 



When decorating Christmas trees, always use safe tree lights. (Some lights are de- 
signed only for indoor or outdoor use, but not both.) Larger tree lights should also 
have some type of reflector rather than a bare bulb and all lights should be listed by 
a testing laboratory. 

Never use electric lights on a metal tree. 

Follow the manufacturers instructions on how to use tree lights. Any string of lights 
with worn, frayed or broken cords or loose bulb connections should not be used. 
Always unplug Christmas tree lights before leaving home or going to sleep. 

Never use lit candles to decorate a tree, and place them well away from tree branches. 
Purchase only lights and electrical decorations bearing the name of an independent 
testing lab, and follow the manufacturer’s instructions for installation and 
maintenance. 

Carefully inspect new and previously used light strings and 
replace damaged items before plugging lights in. Do not overload 
extension cords. 



Use no more than three standard size sets 
of lights per single extension cord. 

Never use electric lights on a metallic 
tree. 

Always unplug lights before replacing light bulbs or fuses. 



First game played on WPA high school gym 
70 years ago - before building was completed 

Three players survive from 1937 MCHS squad

The WPA school building, 
now the County Office/Commu- 
nity and Convention Center 
building, was not completed un- 
til 1938. The lower level was fin- 
ished at the beginning of the 1936 
school year, and Nancy Turner 
and Edra Burton moved their first 
and second grades into the new 
building. I was one of those 
fourth graders who helped carry 
their desk into the new building 
in 1937. The fourth grade room 
was located in part of what is now 
the Wellness Center. 

The gym was completed by 
the first of the year in 1937 and 
the first basketball game was 
scheduled with Breckinridge 
Training on Jan. 12. 

“It is with regret that the team, 
former players and fans bid fare- 
well to the old gym and its fond 
memories,” wrote J. Wendell 
Nickell, sports writer for The 
Licking Valley Courier. 

This game was scheduled on 
a Tuesday night. According to the 
write-up about the game in the 
Courier , there were between 700 
and 1,000 people in attendance. 
The MCHS Red Devils (school 
colors were scarlet and black in 
those days) lost their opening 
game. 

Willard “Bill” Harper, S.E. 
Craft and Clifton “Curley” Car- 
penter are the only survivors of 
the 1938 squad, and they all live 
in Morgan County. The five start- 
ers on the team were Rex Little, 
Billy Keeton, Jack Cochran, 
Willard Harper and Avery Elam. 
The “B” team was composed of 
Charles Price, S.E. Craft, Joe 
Haney, Clifton Carpenter and 
Stuart Lawson. 

Can You Believe Four 
Overtimes? 

During the 1936-1937 season 
one game is noteworthy to men- 
tion. The Red Devils defeated 
Royalton in four overtimes ! This 
was a 3-M Conference game 
(Morgan, Magoffin and Menifee 
county teams). The final score 
was 34-30 with Billy Keeton be- 
ing the high point man with 15 
points. In this game, two Red 
Devils fouled out and Charles 
Price and S.E. Craft substituted. 

District Tourney To Be Held 
At West Liberty 

Excitement was at a fever 
pitch before the first district tour- 
nament held in the new gym on 
March 5-6, 1937. All of Morgan 
County was proud of their new 
gym, without a doubt the finest 
in Eastern Kentucky at that time. 
A new maroon colored curtain 
had been purchased by the PTA 
for the stage. The smell of gym 
finish was still in the building, 
and Ed Turner had everything 
shining for the sellout crowds to 
attend each session. 

Carl Burton, Cannel City 
coach, noted in the Courier , “The 
tournament couldn’t have been 
prearranged to have matched the 
teams more evenly. Crockett 
would play Ezel, neither school 



having a gym put them o a ‘level’ 
playing field. Crockett was ahead 
of West Liberty, Royalton, Ezel 
and Wrigley in the 3-M standings 
and had just beaten Salyersville 
in January. These teams will be 
practicing with every decent day 
before the tournament.” 

The best game of the tourna- 
ment was supposed to be Cannel 
City vs. Frenchburg. Cannel City 
won the 3-M conference with 
Frenchburg as runner-up. It was 
conceded that during the season, 
Coach Wiley’s Frenchburg team 
was better, but they had not been 
able to defeat Coach Carl 
Burton’s Raiders. West Liberty, 
coached by Major Gardner, was 
to play Royalton, both tied in the 
conference standings. Burton de- 
scribed the game this way: 

“Both teams play fast, loose 
type ball. Royalton’ s boys are on 
the whole bigger, slower and of- 
ten better shots than West 
Liberty’s. Their most dangerous 
man is Jones. Harper, of West 
Liberty, will probably be the one 
who will have to stop him.” 

Salyersville drew a bye was to 
play the winner of West Liberty 
and Royalton. 

That first district tournament 
at the new gym turned out to be 
as exciting as everyone thought 
it would be. I do remember at- 



tending the games with my fam- 
ily, but being nine years old at the 
time, I do not remember details 
of the games. I did remember that 
games were played in the after- 
noons as well as night. In the first 
round on Friday afternoon, West 
Liberty defeated Royalton 23-14. 
In the second round, Friday 
night, Crockett beat Ezel 21-12, 
and Frenchburg defeated Cannel 
City by a score of 33-32. 

The semifinals produced the 
most exciting game of the tour- 
nament with West Liberty defeat- 
ing Salyersville in overtime. At 
the end of the regulation play, the 
score was tied 22-22. With the 
score tied 24-24 and time running 
out, Keeton made a free-throw to 
win the game 25-24. Frenchburg 
won over Crockett 28-14. 

Burton stated, “Coach Wiley 
substituted freely during the 
game to save his best for West 
Liberty.” 

In the finals, Frenchburg had 
no trouble defeating West Liberty 
28-14. I might add that 
Frenchburg went to semifinals of 
the state tournament the next 
year. 

According to the Courier, 
1,000 people attended the final 
game. Admission was $0.15 and 
$0.25. (This is a far cry from the 
$4 we pay today for general ad-

West Liberty did have one player 
take home a gold basketball for 
making the all-district first team, 
that being Jack Cochran. Billy 
Keeton received a silver basket- 
ball for being on the second team. 
(In 1940, S.E. made the all-dis- 
trict first team and still has the 
gold basketball he received as a 
trophy.) S.E. played on the gym 
floor opening night in 1937 and 
his grandson, Clinton Blair, 
played on the floor for the last 
game in 1989!

Rate adjustment for East 
Kentucky Power customers 



The Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC) recently 
made permanent a $19 million 
increase in annual revenue that 
had been granted to East Ken- 
tucky Power Cooperative Inc. 
(EKPC) on an interim basis in 
April. 

While the increase is only 
about half the amount requested 
by EKPC, the PSC noted in 
today’s order that EKPC has in- 
dicated it will request two or 
three more rate increases in the 
next four or five years “in order 
to keep its finances on a strong 
footing.” 

“This is a reasonable expec- 
tation,” the PSC said, adding that 
“it expects EKPC to closely 
monitor its financial situation and 
file applications for rate cases in 
a timely manner.” 

Furthermore, EKPC should 
update its environmental sur- 
charge filings with the PSC in 
order to begin recovering costs 
of emission control projects that 
were not included in the last up- 
date in 2005, the PSC said in 
today’s order. 



“Given its current financial 
condition, it is essential that 
EKPC utilize all available op- 
tions to provide for timely recov- 
ery of costs,” the PSC said. 

The PSC was unable to grant 
the increase requested by EKPC 
because the company structured 
this rate request in ways that did 
not conform to accepted 
ratemaking principals. 

Bringing the request into line 
with established ratemaking prin- 
cipals and precedents lowered the 
allowed revenue increase down 
to just below $19 million. After 
examining all evidence, the PSC 
concluded that the interim in- 
crease of $19 million should be 
made permanent. 

EKPC provides electricity to 
and is owned by 16 distribution 
cooperatives serving about 
500,000 customers in 89 Ken- 
tucky counties. Because the in- 
terim increase in wholesale rates 
granted in April has been passed 
through to the customers of the 
distribution cooperatives. They 
will not see any rate changes as 
a result of the recent PSC action.
